- Tfie vast CIA bureaucracy spends 
many hundreds of millions of dollars 
annually, more than double the amount 
appropriated for the entire State De- 
partment. There is no effective con- 1 
gressional scrutiny or check on this huge 
expenditure of taxpayers’ money. 

No other branch of the Federal Gov- j 
eminent enjoys this immunity. The j 
Federal Bureau of Investigation must ac- 
count for ail funds appropriated to it by , 
the Congress. The Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, which in all probability contains 
the most vital secrets of our Government, 
operates under the scrutiny of a legisla- 
tive watchdog committee. The Joint I 
Committee on Atomic Energy, which was 
established at the same time as the AEC 
itself, is under congressional scrutiny.!
